‘Why I voted NO on 
EU withdrawal bill’

T HERE seems 
to be 
confusion 
about the vote in 
Parliament recently 
on the EU 
(Notification of 
Withdrawal) Bill. 

This was a first vote 
in a process; it was on 
the principal of whether 
or not the Government 
should proceed with the 
process of leaving. 

Next week, we get to 
the detail. Then it will 
go to the House of 
Lords, who are highly 


likely to approve it. 
There may be significant 
amendments on issues 
such as membership of 
the Single Market and 
the rights of EU citizens 
living in the UK. 

Then it returns to the 
House of Commons for 
further votes before it is 
ratified. Only then will it 
have been passed.

All the Bill does is 


give notice to the 
European Union of our 
intention to begin talking 
about our exit. These 
discussions can last for 
two years and can be 
extended with the 
agreement of the other 
27 countries and the UK. 

I voted ‘No’ because I 
am worried about the 
consequences of what is 
called a ‘hard Brexit’ on 
the UK; where the 
Government fails to get 
the consent of the 
European Commission, 
European Parliament and 
the national parliaments 
of the other members of 


Support for young carers 


E VERY day at least 

195,000 children across 
the UK sacrifice their 
time to take care of loved ones 
at home. 

While their peers are out playing 
and having fun being children, they’re 
busy providing physical and emotional 
support to a family member. 

Finding time to do their homework 
alongside household chores, such as 
cooking and cleaning can be difficult, 
and some also have to help manage the 
family’s bills. 

Unsurprisingly, many of these 
children and young people are deeply 
affected by their role and struggle to 
juggle their education and caring 
responsibilities. 

More than half of young carers’ 
parents say their children have missed 
school. They’re also more likely to 
suffer from mental health issues and 
report having trouble making friends at 
school. 

At Bamardo’s, we give these 
children and young people the support 
they need through our young carers’ 
services so they realise they’re not 
alone. 

Here they meet other young people 
in the same situation as themselves, get 
the professional support they need, and 
have a precious few hours every week 
to enjoy being children again. 

We let them know they don’t have 
to cope with the pressures of a caring 
role on their own. This is crucial as we 
believe children should never be in a 


situation where they’re unsupported 
and overwhelmed. 

Shaquille is one of nearly 4,000 
young carers supported by Barnardo’s. 
He has been looking after his mum 
since he was 14. 

His mum has a number of health 
conditions including diabetes, arthritis, 
a heart murmur and suffers from 
depression and anxiety. Clearly a lot 
for anyone to cope with. 

The amount of work Shaquille has 
to do all depends on how his mum is 
feeling. He’ll often cook and clean the 
house, or he might do the food 
shopping because her anxiety is so bad 
she can’t leave the house. 

His advice to other young carers is 
“Don’t be afraid to ask for support and 
talk to someone you trust like a 
teacher. 

“Even if it’s a few hours to spend 
with other young carers, a day out or a 
trip to the cinema, you will benefit 
from it.” 

Government policy changes in 
recent years have been a step in the 
right direction putting a focus on 
identification of young carers so they 
can get help from social services and 
charities like Bamardo’s. 

Too many are still slipping through 
the net. This must change and every 
young carer must be assessed by 
councils so they can get the support 
they need. 

No child should ever have to cope 
alone.

the EU for the tariff 
concessions they are 
seeking. 

We also don’t know 
the financial penalties 
the EU may impose. 
Even when we have 
gone through all of this, 
it will not be over as 
Article 218 has to be 
triggered - and that can 
take another EIGHT 
years. 

Parliament is going to 
be tied up in debates, 
negotiations and 
disagreements for 
potentially the next 10 
years. I voted no 
yesterday because the 
Government needs to 
know that it does not 
have a free ride, that it 
will be forced and 
opposed every step of 
the way to get the right 
deal for the UK and for 
Bridgend. 

So far, opposition has 
been successful, the 
courts have forced the 
Government to come to 
Parliament for debate 
and ratification of a Bill, 
rather than the Prime 
Minister using Royal 
Prerogative powers. 

Finally, after seven 
months, we have a 
White Paper - released 
on February 2, 
http: //tinyurl .com/ 
jxr4dxo - which 
previously the 
Government refused to 
provide.

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Brackla Halt 
plans are 
‘disappointing' 


E agle-eyed 

residents may 
have learned 
that planning 
applications have at 
last been submitted for 
the long-awaited 
Brackla Halt railway 
station development. 

Those with longer 
memories may also 
recall its proposed 
creation being linked, 
once upon a time, with 
improvement of the 
Singletons junction. 

You may also recall 
the debacle some years 
ago over the missing 
money set aside by the 
developers of Coed 
Castell towards the 
junction work to be 
carried out separately by 
BCBC, but probably 
absorbed into 
refurbishing Maesteg 
Town Hall, or some 
other social justice 
enterprise in a Labour 
galaxy far, far away... 

An examination of 
the plans for the Halt - 
now designated a Park 
and Ride - is, 
regrettably, doubly 
disappointing from a 
Coychurch viewpoint: 
Firstly, the access will 
be from the far end of 
the industrial estate, 
rather than the 
Coychurch end, 
meaning a much further 
distance to walk or 
cycle. Secondly, there is 
no reference made to 
improving the 
Singletons junction. 

I have asked our 
BCBC councillor to 
enquire as to what status 
and priority is now 
attached by that august 
body to the junction or, 
indeed, any work to 
easing pedestrian or 
vehicle access from 
Coychurch onto the 
industrial estate, 
suffering as they already 
do from traffic volume 
intensified by expansion 


of the Waterton retail 
park etc. 

One can expect 
further delays and 
accidents as Coychurch 
pedestrians and drivers 
try their best to hone the 
steely nerves acquired 
as a consequence of our 
regular doses of Russian 
roulette. 

Coun Venables has 
advised me that my 
earlier request for the 
A48 pedestrian safety 
audit to be extended to 
include the A473 was 
ignored; presumably 
along with the general 
issue of obsolete and 
unsafe junction and 
traffic light 
arrangements on the 
roads which separate 
our village from local 
facilities. 

It is heartening that 
the community council 
noted in its last meeting 
that the crossing 
deficiency has become 
readily apparent to 
many residents 
following the extended 
delay in re-opening the 
village shop. 

Can I suggest that 
other local residents join 
me in nagging our local 
councillors, in this 
election year, to press 
BCBC harder on these 
matters? 

Who knows, perhaps 
they may also review 
their failure to attend to 
the atrocious condition 
of the majority of our 
street surfaces, which 
have not seen fresh 
tarmac since long before 
my family moved here 
13 years ago.

C OMPANIES 
like Ford and 
Tata Steel 
will want tariff-free 
access to Europe, 
once the UK has 
quit the European 
Union, says 
Madeleine Moon. 

The Bridgend MP 
raised the issue with 
Brexit Secretary David 
Davis in the Commons. 

She asked him: “If we 
are leaving the single 
market and the customs 
union, will the Secretary 
of State give a guarantee 
to my workers at Ford 
and at Tata Steel, who 
make the steel for 
Nissan cars? 

“Two-thirds of both 
Ford and Nissan cars are 
exported to the EU, so 
will he guarantee that 
they will have tariff-free 
access to the EU 
markets? Or is this only 
a promise to negotiate 


and seek?” 

Mr Davis said this is a 
negotiation, but that if 
Mrs Moon reads the 
White Paper published 
last week, she will see 
that it sets out that 
European exports of 
goods and services to the 
UK total £290 billion, 
whereas the UK’s to 
them are worth £230 
billion. 

He told Mrs Moon: 
“So they clearly have a 
strong interest—as 
strong an interest as we 
do—in tariff-free goods 
access, because for them 
goods are a much bigger 
part of it as well. 

“The disparity is more 
than £60 billion, so there 
is every reason to expect 
that we will succeed in 
what we are intending to 
do, which is protect the 
jobs of her constituents.” 


Local patients 
star in video 
to help others 


LOCAL patients 
with pressure ulcers 
are taking a 
starring role in a 
new video - in the 
hope it could spare 
others the same 
painful condition. 

The video explains 
what people can do to 
encourage healing - and 
how to help prevent 
ulcers occurring in the 
first place. 

Alfred Kennedy, from 
Bridgend, one of the 
patients who took part in 
the video 

It has been produced 
by ABMU’s Morriston 
Hospital-based Pressure 
Ulcer Prevention and 
Intervention Service 
(PUPIS) in collaboration 
with eHealth Digital 
Media. 

District nurses are 
showing the eight-minute 
video to people with 
pressure ulcers - or 
potentially at risk - in 
their own homes, after 
ABMU was given a 
Welsh Government grant 
to develop and evaluate a 
pressure ulcer care app. 

PUPIS clinical nurse 
specialist Susan Flavin 
said: “They had 

absolutely no problem at 
all with taking part. 

“They wanted to help 
prevent someone else 
going through what they 
had. 

“Because they had 
experienced it, the 
information was much 
more profound than if it 
had come from a 
healthcaree prof-

essional.” 

Pressure ulcers can 
occur in people with 
limited mobility, who 
may sit or lie in one 
position for long periods 
of time. 

With blood flow 
restricted to bony parts of 
their body, there can be 
severe tissue damage. 

The impact on the 
patient can be 
devastating and in some 
cases may lead to major 
surgery. 

The video is also 
available to ABMU staff 
as part of a wider 
pressure ulcer awareness 
campaign. 
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Ogmore MP takes WASPI 
case to Westminster 


THE Ogmore MP, Chris 
Elmore, has hit out at Prime 
Minister Theresa May “for 
refusing to help” partially 
blind hairdresser Dianah 
Kendall, whose planned 
retirement was pushed back 
from September this year to 
2022, following UK 
Government legislation 
The Labour MP took Dianah’s case to 
Parliament over the issue, which 
affects women’s pension age, and has 
been fiercely campaigned against by 
the organisation WASPI (Women 
Against State Pension Inequality). 

The Bridgend WASPI group has 
marched to both Cardiff Bay and 
Westminster to seek justice, and the 


Ogmore MP raised it during Prime 
Minister’s questions. 

He said: “I brought Dianah’s case to 
Theresa May and was appalled that not 
only did she dismiss the case, but also 
appeared to bend the facts. 

“Mrs May said that nobody will see 
their pension age change by more than 
18 months. This simply isn’t the case. 

“Some women are waiting more 
than four years - in Dinah’s case five! 
I would like to know where the Prime 
Minister is getting her facts from?” 

Dinah was lucky to be alive after a 
shock brain haemorrhage left her 
partially blind, but has continued to run 
her business, Just Cuts, in Pencoed. 

“She faces an agonising five extra 
years before she can retire, having 
made plans for September 2017.”

‘Energy efficiency of 
homes has improved’ 


OGMORE Labour AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies asked Environ¬ 
ment Secretary Lesley 
Griffiths at the National 
Assembly recently what 
funding was available for the 
Welsh Government’s Warm 
Homes programme. 

He said that last year, under the 
Nest and Arbed schemes, around 
8,000 homes improved their energy 
efficiency. 

Mr Irranca-Davies said Age Cymru 
have issued a statement on fuel 
poverty and made specific 
recommendations to build on the 
work the Government has already 
done: “They’ve asked for a new 
strategic approach to tackling fuel 
poverty, backed by a clear programme 


and timescale with robust and 
regularly-updated data on housing 
stock quality, and reporting on fuel 
poverty levels.” 

He added that Age Cymru had 
suggested that the Government should 
consider an ambitious new ‘fuel 
poverty’ target based on providing a 
number of low-income homes with 
better warmth efficiency. 

Ms Griffiths told Mr Irranca-Davies 
said that during 2016-17, the 
Government is investing £26.5 million 
in the Warm Homes programme to 
improve the energy efficiency of 
housing stock and help tackle fuel 
poverty. 

She said: “I’m considering funding 
options for the next four years and 
will be making an announcement by 
the end of March.”

POLICE MOVE IN TO CLOSE 
TWO CANNABIS FACTORIES 


POLICE have 
dismantled two 
cannabis factories - 
in Maesteg and 
Barry - preventing 
hundreds of 

thousands of 

pounds worth of the 
drug hitting the 
streets of south 
Wales. 

A police 

spokeswoman said: 
“Officers executing a 
warrant at an address in 
Tonna Road, Maesteg, on 
Wednesday afternoon 
(January 25), discovered 
42 cannabis plants spread 
out across two of the 
property’s bedrooms. 

“Less than half an 
hour later, a suspicious 
letting agent reported 
concerns about a 
property on Barry Road 
in Barry. 

“At the house, officers 
found more than 200 
growing plants, and more 
than 150 pots containing 


freshly-cut plants. At 
least eight rooms at the 
property were being used 
for the large-scale 
operation. 

“Both factories were 
swiftly closed down and 
all drugs and related 
equipment seized. 

“Enquiries are now 
ongoing to identify those 
running the operations.” 

Detective Inspector 
Julian Kerslake said: 
“Both incidents show 
how determined we are 
at South Wales Police to 
tackle both the misuse of 
drugs, and those who are 
capitalising on it. 

“Drugs continue to 
blight our communities 
and we will continue to 
target those involved in 
the supply of cannabis 
and other drugs in the 
Vale of Glamorgan and 
Bridgend. 

“The cannabis 

recovered on Wednesday 
had an estimated street 
value of £200,000 and it 
would have made its way 


Council looks 
again at school 
relocation plans 


A PROPOSAL to 
relocate Mynydd 
Cynffig Primary 
School to the same 
site as Cynffig 
Comprehensive 
School is to be 
looked at again, 
following a mixed 
response from 
pupils, parents and 
local residents in 
Kenfig Hill. 

After conducting a 
six-week public 

consultation over the 
possible relocation, 
cabinet members from 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) have agreed to 
give further 

consideration to the pros 
and cons of the move and 
also re-evaluate an 
alternative option which 
would involve 

developing the junior 
school site. 

Mynydd Cynffig 
Primary School was 
formed in 2015 after the 
former infant and junior 
schools amalgamated, 
and since then the school 
has been operating on 
split sites. 

The council had 
proposed bringing the 
primary school together 
onto a site next to 
Cynffig Comprehensive 
School from September 
2018 and also enlarging 
it to become a two-form 
entry school with 60 
nursery places. 

After a petition was 
put together against the 
proposal, the council has 
agreed to re-evaluate its 
options. 

Coun Charles Smith, 
cabinet member for 
education and 

regeneration, said: “We 
appreciate that this is an 
emotive issue in the local 
community with strong 
feeling both in support 
of, and against, the 
primary school’s 


proposed relocation. 

“We want to give 
further consideration to 
the possibility of 
developing the junior site 
before making a final 
decision.” 

Any development at 
the junior school site 
would depend on the 
relocation of the 
allotment gardens and 
playground, and there are 
also more complex and 
difficult highways issues 
than would be involved 
in relocating the school 
to the Cynffig site. 

The comprehensive 
school currently has 416 
surplus places, so there is 
sufficient space there for 
the primary school to be 
relocated, but still remain 
as a separate school. 

If the primary school 
was relocated, pupils 
would be segregated 
from the older children in 
the secondary school, 
while start and finish 
times would be 
staggered. There would 
also be separate yards 
and lunch halls, so the 
primary school pupils 
would be separated from 
the older children. 

Coun Smith added: 
“We are extremely keen 
to find an appropriate 
solution, and will be 
providing further updates 
after a follow-up report 
has been presented to 
cabinet members at the 
end of February.” 

The public 

consultation over the 
proposed relocation 
included an online 
survey as well as drop-in 
sessions at both the 
primary and secondary 
school ,where parents 
and local residents could 
view architects ’ drawings 
and ask questions.

PORTHCAWL PUPILS 
STUDY WATER WORKS

PUPILS at Porthcawl Primary School 
have been finding out more about Welsh 
Water’s £300,000 investment work in the 
Porthcawl area, which is planned to 
further improve the bathing water quality 
in Rest Bay and also protect some 
properties in Newton Nottage from 
flooding. 

Welsh Water’s education officer, Mary Watkins, 
went to the school to explain about the work and the 
important role the sewer network plays in cleaning 
the waste water from homes and businesses in the 
area before returning it to our rivers and sea. 

Pupils took part in ‘an interactive workshop’ and 
assembly where they learnt about the water 
treatment process. 

The pupils also learnt how they could personally 


help to reduce the risk of flooding and pollution 
from the sewer network by not putting things like 
cotton buds and disposable wipes down the toilet. 

The work began earlier this year and will bring 
long term benefits by improving the performance of 
the waste water network in the area. 

It will include the installation of a new outfall 
pipe, which will improve the performance of the 
network, especially during stormy weather. 

Work will also take place to upgrade the sewer 
pipes in the Newton Nottage area to protect 
properties from flooding and to further improve the 
environment in Porthcawl, particularly the bathing 
water quality in Rest Bay. 

Headteacher Andrew Wood, said: “The children 
thoroughly enjoyed the activities provided. They felt 
it helped them understand the water cycle and their 
understanding of how an urban environment affects 
water drainage.”

TRAFFIC CONCERNS 
ON PYLE ROADS 


I should like to respond to your 
article in the Bridgend GEM 
on January 26, relating to road 
safety, with some observations 
on Pyle’s roads. 

Vehicles regularly jump the lights at 
Pyle Cross (with traffic coming from 
the Mawdlam direction the worst 
offenders (including the occasional 
bus!)) by a considerable margin. It is 
an accident waiting to happen 

Traffic entering Pyle on the A48 
from the Port Talbot direction do so, 
almost without exception, at well over 
30mph. 

Just as they enter the village on the 
left is sheltered accommodation. 
Elderly people crossing the road to 


catch the bus are very much at risk. 

Traffic also leaving Pyle to go to 
Port Talbot are equally offenders with 
motorcycles in particular doing 
upwards of 60mph by the time they 
leave. 

Double yellow lines are regularly 
ignored on the A48 through Pyle with 
cars actually blocking the complete 
pavement approaching the lights from 
the Porthcawl direction; certainly not 
leaving room for a guide dog, 
pushchair or wheelchair to pass by 
without going into the road or, if not 
with two wheels on the yellow lines, 
causing chaos for people trying to get 
into their lane for the lights.

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‘Dead fish in harbour 

not pollution’ — says 

County Borough Council 



THE appearance of 
hundreds possibly 
thousands - of dead 
fish in Porthcawl 
Marina harbour is 
“not a pollution 
incident”. 

According to a 
spokesman for Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council, the explanation 
is that they are all 
freshwater fish - caught 
up in an overflow from 
the Wilderness Lake 
about a mile away. 

“Sadly, the freshwater 
fish could not survive in 
the salt sea water.” 

Some dead fish were 
visible earlier in the 
week, but on Friday 
morning, there were 
hundreds - possibly 
thousands - floating on 
the water. 

The spokesman 
explained that the sluice 
gates were opened 
whenever water levels in 
the Wilderness Lake 
reached a certain level. 

However, it was very 
unusual for a large 
number of fish to get 
caught in the discharge. 

Some of the fish 
appear to be silver 
bream - a freshwater 
fish

Domestic violence 


rises during time 
of sporting events 


OGMORE AM 
Huw Irranca- 
Davies is pressing 
the Welsh 
Government to 
tackle a rise in 
domestic violence 
which occurs 
during major 
sporting events, 
such as the Six 
Nations. 

The Labour AM 
asked Communities 
Secretary Carl Sargeant 
at the National 
Assembly what can be 
done to address the 
problem as he said 
there is evidence of 
increased domestic 
abuse and violence 
coinciding with major 
sporting events like the 
Six Nations, the Super 
Bowl final, the football 
World Cup, and others. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said the Government, 
the Welsh Rugby 
Union, players and 
others have tried to 
raise awareness of this 
“deep cultural problem” 
and to suggest measures 
to turn it around. 

He told Mr Sargeant: 
“When Wales played 
England in Cardiff 
during the Six Nations 
in 2009, South Wales 
Police recorded a nearly 
80 per cent increase in 
domestic abuse 
incidents, compared to 


the previous weekend. 

“In the 2012 tourna¬ 
ment, there were over 
4,300 calls to the all- 
Wales domestic abuse 
and sexual violence 
helpline. That was an 
increase of almost 10 
per cent on the same 
period the previous 
year. 

“When Wales played 
England during the Six 
Nations that year, South 
Wales Police recorded a 
76 per cent increase in 
the numbers of 
domestic abuse 
incidents compared to 
the previous weekend. 

“Bringing this into 
the open, raising 
awareness of the 
increased threat of 
domestic abuse around 
major sporting events is 
only the first stage. 

“We’ve all got a role 
to play in highlighting 


this, and rugby players 
themselves have spoken 
out previously. 

“But what more can 
the Government, and its 
partners, do to tackle 
the tough cultural and 
individual roots of this 
ongoing problem?” 

Mr Sargeant said the 
Government is 
committed to working 
with its partners to 
tackle domestic 
violence. 

He said: “Our aim is 
a more coherent 
approach to publicity 
with sustained activity 
to as wide an audience 
as possible. 

“There will be an 
increased level of social 
media activity through 
the ‘Live Fear Free’ 
campaign during the 
period of the Six 
Nations.”

SKER WI’s 2017 
calendar opened 
with a welcome mix 
of Mediterranean 
sunshine and 

Valleys humour, 
when Mr Romeo 
Bassini came to 
address members 
and visitors on 
January 12.

sea, turn right!’ 

When they reached 
their destination, they 
were met with a 
landscape similar to that 
of their northern Italian 
homelands. 

The reality of life 
underground, however, 
in the coal mines of 


Wales was harsh, and 
they did not want their 
own sons to have to ‘go 
down underground’. 

Most of these young 
men met, fell in love and 
married local girls, much 
to the horror of the local 
fathers! 

They moved into 
cafes, coffee shops and 
the retail trade and have 
become as Welsh as the 
next man (until the start 
of the Six Nations, that 
is!) 

Mr Bassini 

demonstrated the Italian 
connection in musical 
form by playing Welsh 
tunes on his piano 
accordion. 

After a vote of thanks 
was given, Mr Bassini 
left us with a feeling of 
warmth and more of an 
understanding of the 
close ties between the 
Welsh and the Italians 
that we were not aware of 
before his talk. 

The first of this year’s 
competitions, based on 
letters of the alphabet, 
was the letter ‘A’.

Tougher penalties 
for drivers caught 
using mobile phones 


DRIVERS caught 
using their mobile 
phone behind the 
wheel face tougher 
penalties under new 
laws being intro¬ 
duced on March 1. 

Any motorist caught 
using a handheld device 
while driving will 
receive six points on 
their driving licence and 
a £200 fine. 

Chief Inspector 
Martyn Stone, of South 
Wales Police, said: 
“Drivers who decide to 
use a mobile phone at the 
wheel are committing an 
offence. By using a 
device whilst you drive, 
you increase the risk and 
probability of being 
involved in a serious or 
fatal collision. 

“The current penalty 
for anyone caught using 
a mobile phone while 
driving is a £100 fine and 
three penalty points. In 
more serious cases, 
police officers have 
powers to prosecute 
drivers for careless or 
dangerous driving. New 
penalties, that will be 
made available to police 
officers on March 1, 
show the importance the 
Government places on 
ensuring that the roads 
are safe for all users.” 

The announcement 
came following 

publication of the 2016 


All-Wales Anti-Mobile 
Phone While Driving 
Campaign 
(AWAMPWDC); a total 
of 199 offenders had 
been caught in south 
Wales. AWAMPWDC, 
which ran between 
November 7 to 
November 20, urged all 
road users to ‘keep their 
eyes on the road’ and not 
be distracted by 
answering their mobile 
phone, reading a text or 


going online. 

Chair of Road Safety 
Wales Susan Storch said: 
“Campaigns such as 
AWAMPWDC demon¬ 
strate the resolve of all 
the Road Safety Wales 
partners in tackling this 
issue and we will 
continue to work 
together to drive home 
the message of not using 
your mobile phone 
behind the wheel.

Gold shimmers, 
but doesn’t linger... 


T HE McCon- 
naissance 
was a 

phenomenon 
concerning 
Matthew 
McConaughey, 
who, after paddling 
in the shallow 
waters of awful 
romantic comedies, 
decided to tackle 
more substantial 
fare starting with 
2011’s The Lincoln 
Lawyer. 

From there, 
McConaughey landed 
the best reviews of his 
career, landing an 
Oscar for Dallas 
Buyers Club, while 
delivering in films as 
diverse as Interstellar 
and The Paperboy. Yet, 
it seems to have gone 
slightly awry for the 
actor since, with both 
The Sea of Trees and 
Free State of Jones 
being met with 
lukewarm critical and 
commercial response. 

He’ll be hoping to 
redress the balance in 
Gold, which sees him 
play Kenny Wells, a 
prospector desperate 
for a lucky break, who 
teams up geologist 
Michael Acosta (Edgar 
Ramirez). The pair 
embark on a journey to 
find gold in the 
uncharted jungle of 
Indonesia, but when 
they strike lucky they 
discover that their 
problems are only just 
beginning... 

The world of gold 
prospecting is an 
intriguing and murky 


one - ripe, then, for 
Hollywood to sink its 
teeth into, especially 
given that this story is 
one that is based on 
true events. All told, 
Gold is a film that is 
worth panning for, 
though its 
preoccupation with 
surface concerns rather 
than digging deeper 
into this world of 
gigantic money and 
power means that is 
doesn’t perhaps shine 
as brightly as you 
would hope. 

Given that he put on 
451bs and made himself 
balding for the role, 
Matthew 

McConaughey throws 
himself headlong into 
the role of Kenny 
Wells, a man who took 
his father’s prosperous 
company into near 
collapse before 
restoring its fortunes 
through a trip to 
Indonesia. While the 
actor perhaps reverts to 
type a little too often 
(for all his ability, 
McConaughey ’ s 
laconic drawl is easily, 
if unfairly, lampooned) 
it’s still a charismatic 
turn that, while a little 
too fa mi liar in its rags- 
to-riches-back-to-rags 
story, holds your 
attention. 

Wells isn’t a bad 
guy, just one whose 
inability to maintain 
success and grasping 
defeat from the jaws of 
victory, yet who won’t 
lie down and take it, 
and McConaughey 
brings him to life well. 

Alongside him, his 
partner Michael Acosta 
is also well-realised by

the underrated Edgar 
Ramirez; the straight 
man to Wells’ 
charismatic showman, 
Ramirez’s turn is cool 
and level-headed, 
maintaining his 
composure while all 
around him pivots on 
champagne, private 
helicopters and more 
champagne, until a 
surprise twist throws 
everything in the air. 

They are backed up 
by small but well- 
delivered performances 
from the likes of Bryce 
Dallas Howard as 
Kenny’s long-time 
(and, you get the 
impression, long- 
suffering) girlfriend, 
Corey Stoll and Toby 
Kebbell, who all bring 
something to the table. 

Director Stephen 
Gaghan is better known 
for writing Traffic and 
Syriana (which he also 
directed), both films 
that exposed the dark 
(or darker) underbellies 
of the world of drugs 
and oil respectively, 
making him a good 
choice to helm a film 
that tackles the world 
of prospecting. While 
he makes a decent fist 


of it, he never seems to 
truly get a handle on 
the subject matter, 
never really getting 
underneath the story, 
which just tends to hit 
the right notes at the 
right times and little 
more. 

Writers John Zinman 
and Patrick Massett 
have spent much of 
their careers writing for 
episodic television, and 
in a way it shows here, 
with the film aping the 
likes of The Wolf of 
Wall Street in terms of 
structure and plotting. 

There is a reveal 
which comes as a 
welcome curveball, but 
that aside the pair don’t 
really create a narrative 
that goes below the 
surface, with only lip 
services paid when 
another gold prospector 
comes on the scene. 

It does take the shine 
off Gold somewhat, 
that while the 
performances are 
engaging enough, the 
story doesn’t have 
enough meat (nor 
depth) to truly satisfy - 
it’s a film that 
shimmers but one that 
will likely fade from 
view post-credits. 

VERDICT: A story 
that demanded more 
depth yet lacks it, Gold 
showcases decent turns 
from its cast but 
doesn’t dig deep 
enough to find the 
narrative treasures that 
lay beneath the surface. 
There is a compelling 
tale to be told, but it’s 
slightly mishandled, 
leaving the charms of 
the cast to drag it over 
the line. Enjoyable.

Bob ( 88 ) and Tina ( 90 ) 
meet Cupid at Blind 
Veterans’ charity lunch 


A Vale couple in 
their eighties are 
looking forward to 
celebrating on 
Valentine’s Day - 
after finding love 
through national 
military charity 
Blind Veterans UK. 

Bob Hicks, 88 and 
from Barry, met Tina 
Morgan, 90 and from 
Dinas Powys, at a lunch 
held by Blind Veterans 
UK. Both Bob and Tina 
have been widowed and 
received free specialist 
support from the charity. 

Bob says: “When I 
met Tina at the Blind 
Veterans UK lunch we 
really hit it off. Within a 
month of meeting, I 
invited her to come on 
holiday with me because 
I was nervous about 
going on my own and she 
ended up saying yes. 

“Since then, we’ve 
travelled all over the 
world together. It’s 
amazing that we get on 
so well.” 

Bob served in the 
Royal Air Force during 
his National Service 
from 1947. He 
completed his training at 
RAF Bawdsey in Suffolk 
and then served in the Air 
Traffic Control unit in 
Gloucester. 

He was discharged 
two years later in 1949, 
as an Aircraftman. 

Bob said: “My job in 
the RAF was to prevent 
all radio signals from 
being intercepted. 

“It was very 
interesting work and I 
enjoyed it a lot. 

“I met my wife in the 
RAF and I remember 


those days as some of the 
happiest ones of my life.” 

It was years later that 
Bob’s sight started to 
deteriorate because of a 
genetic disease, macular 
dystrophy. He was 
registered sight-impaired 
in 2011. 

Bob says: “My sight 
loss was gradual and I 
didn’t notice it at first. It 
seemed to go through 
cycles of degenerating, 
stabilising for a while 
and then degenerating 
again. It was very 
disruptive and eventually 
I had to give up my job.” 

Fortunately, Bob met 
another veteran who was 
being supported by Blind 
Veterans UK, who 
encouraged him to 
contact the charity. 

He started to receive 
free specialist support 
from the charity in 2015. 

Bob said: “Blind 
Veterans UK has been 
very good to me. 
They’ve given me some 
brilliant equipment to 
help me with my sight 
loss. I have a reading aid 
which means that I can 
blow up type to a much 
larger size. 

“It’s given me a bit of 
independence again, 
because now I can read 
my own letters.” 

Tina has been in 
contact with Blind 
Veterans UK for many 
years, as her late veteran 
husband, John ,had also 
been supported after he 
lost his sight. 

When John passed 
away in 2003, Tina 
continued to receive 
support from the charity 
and attend its social 
events. 

Tina said: “Before

MAESTEG CHAPEL TO GET 
£100,000 LOTTERY CASH 


FORMER community 
cornerstone, Bethania 
Chapel in Maesteg, is being 
given a £100,000 boost 
from the National Lottery. 

Much-needed structural repairs 
to the 109-year-old protected 
chapel will be accompanied by an 
exhibition in the chapel vestry 
about the building’s history, and 
the rise of Nonconformity in 
Wales. 

Broadcaster Huw Edwards, 
who is Patron of the Welsh 
Religious Buildings Trust/ 
Addoldai Cymru which owns 
Bethania, commented: “This is a 
great boost for Addoldai Cymru as 
it develops its vital work to protect 
some of our best chapel buildings. 

“Bethania, Maesteg, is a great 


example of Nonconformist 
architecture and is a very 
important part of the heritage of 
Maesteg and the Llynfi Valley. 
Let’s hope we see more projects 
getting this kind of support.” 

Designed by local architect Sir 
William Beddoe Rees, Bethania is 
today recognised as one of his 
greatest accomplishments. 

Local history groups will work 
with project leaders to source 
artefacts, archive material and 
information for the exhibition. 
Visitors can also speak to chapel 
history experts and bring their 
own artefacts along for logging 
digitally, while memories of the 
chapel can be recorded and 
preserved for the future. 

Ogmore AM Huw Irranca- 
Davies added: “Wales’s historic 


and diverse places of worship are 
so often at the heart of our 
communities, and Bethania 
Chapel is no exception. This 
project will not only conserve this 
hugely important building, which 
is in dire need of repair, but will 
also bring together local groups 
with a shared passion for 
preserving their community’s 
heritage in the process.” 

Richard Bellamy, head of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund in Wales, 
said: “Thanks to National Lottery 
players, this building will be able 
to be accessed once again by the 
public who can also contribute to 
the project themselves - an 
excellent example of how this 
money can help protect a much¬ 
loved building so it can continue 
to serve its local community.”

Penarth Hockey 
Club news round-up 

DEVIZES 0, PENARTH 1 


With several key players 
unavailable, Penarth took a 
streamlined first XI squad on their 
furthest away day of the season, 
looking to avoid a potential banana 
skin at Devizes and become the first 
team to leave with three points this 
season. 

Penarth were forced onto the back 
foot in the opening exchanges and had 
to dig in deep to preserve their clean 
sheet. However, after settling and 
becoming wise to Devizes’ tactics, the 
Bears soon began to move the ball 
around better, getting out of contact 
quicker to end the first half with the 
upper hand even though neither side 
created any real chances and headed 
into half-time goalless. 

The second period proved to be 
much the same, with Devizes 
continuing their physical approach and 
breaking down of play, which turned 
the game into a very scrappy affair, 
with little flow to proceedings and not 
much attractive hockey being played.

more of a free role and utilise his 
dribbling skills and pace. 

The change paid off immediately, as 
Penarth looked more dangerous on the 
counter, and Baker, picking the ball up 
deep in his own half, went on one of 
his trademark mazy runs, beating 
several defenders for pace down the 
right wing and smashing his shot 
inches wide for what would of been a 
goal of the season contender. 

Baker would also play a part in the 
game’s deciding moment. With the 
clock entering the final ten minutes, 
Joe Thomas made a fine tackle on 
Devizes’ right winger before finding 
his team-mate on halfway with a 
reverse stick pass up the line. Baker 
drove infield, drawing the defence with 
him before spotting the run of David 
Joyce, who had peeled to the left into 
the ‘D’. 

Having been picked out with a 
disguised pass, Joyce made no 
mistake, smashing his shot through the 
‘keeper’s legs to score what looked to 
be the wining goal. 

Despite taking the initiative, Penarth 
had to dig deep to see out the final few 
minutes, led by man of the match Andy 
Strong. Devizes had one last chance to 
draw level with a penalty corner on the 
final whistle, but the Bears charged 
down the shot and cleared their lines to 
claim a vital 1-0 victory. 

PENARTH A 2, CARDIFF 
UNIVERSITY B 3 
The second XI welcomed runaway 
De Cymru 1 leaders Cardiff 
University to Stanwell knowing that 
a victory would be hard to come by 
and well aware of the threat the 
visitors posed following a bruising 
first encounter earlier in the season. 

The Bears started well and pressed 
the students hard, forcing a high 
turnover of their own and winning a 
penalty comer, but, when that went 
unconverted, the students settled into 
their rhythm and started to dominate. 

The university side passed the ball 
quickly and accurately and, attacking 
in numbers, showed why they are out 
of sight at the top of the league. It took 
some excellent tackling and some 
superb saves from goalkeeper Mark 
Harris to maintain parity on the 
scoreboard but, eventually, the 
students grabbed the opener in 
fortunate fashion, with the ball being 
deflected just in front of Harris to give 
the ‘keeper no chance.

The second half saw more of the 


same from the Bears, with Docherty 
and debutant Keegan Hoare defending 
aggressively to win turnovers high in 
midfield, which allowed Penarth to 
continue dominating the game. 

Phil Lane and Tom Parkinson were 
served well by the turnover ball, but 
were unable to convert pressure into 
goals, with Lane being denied by the 
keeper on several occasions when a 
goal looked like it was coming.

Dingle Dolphin, a 
winner of its last three 
races, ridden by Paul 
John for Mr D. Priday, 
of Pencoed, took The 
City One Mile Handicap 
For Division 1 Horses 
after being made the 4/6 
favourite.

LLANTWIT MAJOR RFC 
got back to winning ways on 
Saturday as they eventually 
overcame a stubborn and 
resilient Caerau Ely side in 
the league to record a 20-34 
win.

T HE only thing that is certain on the 
opening weekend of a Six Nations 
tournament, is that it could spring at 
least one shock result - and sure enough, 
this came at an ecstatic Murrayfield, where 
Scotland, who have been quietly reforming 
under head coach Vern Cotter, came from 
behind to crush fancied Ireland’s hopes of a 
Grand Slam at the first hurdle, with a 
stunning 27-22 victory in the final ten 
minutes. 

“This would have to rank as the best win of 
my time in charge ,” a smiling Cotter said 
after watching his troops battle through, 
despite being under the cosh in terms of 
possession and territory for much of the 80 
minutes - man-of-the-match, Stuart Hogg, 
staking an impressive claim for a spot on the 
British and Irish Lions’ tour to New Zealand 
in the summer. 

Another shock seemed to be on the cards a 
couple of hours later at Twickenham, where 
a re-galvanised France also threatened to 
prematurely end the title favourites’ hopes 
of a back-to-back Grand Slam, before 
England scrambled to an unconvincing 19- 
lb victory at the end, their 15th in 
succession. 

Their head coach, Eddie Jones, described 
the performance as “ awful ”, though he did 
add that he had always been confident they 
would prevail, despite trailing for most of 
the match. 

The Wales players watching on TV in their 
Rome hotel while preparing for their banana 
skin encounter with outsiders Italy the next 
day, would have taken careful note of 
Scotland’s vivid reminder that nothing can 
be taken for granted at this level - and also 
that there really is everything to play for in 
this year’s championship. 

The message would have been forcibly 


conveyed by their abrasive new skipper, 

Alun Wyn Jones, who had been described by 
a national newspaper scribe as “ resembling a 
warrior from the Visigothic age” for his 
resolute commitment on the field; while 
Wales’ defence coach Shaun Edwards has 
said of him- “he is a man you want to follow 
into battle”. 

And so it proved, with the big Osprey 
leading as always from the front, as the 
heavens opened and the rain poured down 
at Stadio Olympico on Sunday, Wales 
avoiding a second shock result by beating off 
a determined challenge to launch their Six 
Nations campaign with a convincing 33-7 
victory. 

Mind you, it didn’t look that way in a first 
half that saw the typically rugged Azzurri, 
reanimated under new management and 
perhaps still basking in their shock autumn 
win over South Africa, take the game to 
Wales and threatening to dominate up front, 
led by veteran skipper Sergio Parisse, 
severely testing the Welsh defence - while 
the men in red, to their credit, also sought to 
add more subtle, but controlled variety, 
despite the slippery conditions. 

Chances went a-begging though as errors 
mounted and when play switched to the 
other end, fierce Italian pressure eventually 
told with a converted push-over try, almost 
followed by another moments later. 

Thankfully, Wales full back, Leigh 
Halfpenny, then narrowed the deficit with a 
penalty, to make the half time score 7-3. 

As the Welsh players trooped off to the 
dressing room for a slice of lemon and a 
lecture, they knew they had come off second 
best, and the proverbial banana skin loomed 
large, with the the tails-up Italians scenting 
another opening weekend shock. 

The picture changed dramatically after the 
interval, with the arrival of young outside 


half Sam Davies, who replaced injured 
Ospreys’ club mate Dan Biggar, and front 
row replacements Rob Evans and Tomas 
Francis, when it was the turn of the Italians 
to come under sustained pressure. 

Within minutes of the restart, Halfpenny 
had landed two quickfire penalties and when 
the struggling Azzurri were penalised for the 
12th time, he struck again to take a 
suddenly transformed Wales into a 12-7 lead 
they never looked like relinquishing. 

A yellow card added to Italy’s woes as 
Wales stepped up the pressure, which saw 
Jonathan Davies touch down for a try easily 
converted by Halfpenny (19-7) and when 
the home side were penalised yet again, a 
wonderfully executed handling movement 
was capped by flying wing Liam Williams 
for a second try, converted by that man 
Halfpenny, to take a now totally dominant 
Wales out of sight. 

With three minutes to go, it was fellow 
wing George North’s turn to race fully 60 
yards for a converted try under the posts, 
despite struggling with a leg injury. Liam 
Williams almost put the icing on the cake 
with a bonus point, narrowly failing to 
ground the ball as the whistle blew for full 
time, and a job well done. 

That second half 30 points display should 
put the camp in great heart as they now 
turn their attention to the ‘big one’ - 
Saturday’s home clash against powerful 
England, and they have every reason to feel 
confident following that “awful’ showing 
against France. 

Typically, Eddie Jones had taken “full 
responsibility” for the team’s performance, 
saying he had “got some things wrong and 
had a lot of homework to go over”. 

However, a win was a win and it was 
“onwards and upwards... ICs England versus 
Wales in Wales next week. The test record 


shows 60 per cent have been won by Wales 
and 40 per cent by England, so mentally there 
are things that go on,” he admitted 

“I have been to the Principality Stadium 
and it is just another ground, so we will just 
have to work out why England don't play well 
in Wales. Maybe it's something to do with 
crossing the Severn River!” 

No doubt, the straight-talking Aussie had 
in mind that even more “awful” evening in 
Cardiff, when another Grand Slam seeking 
England side were sent back over the Severn 
licking their wounds, on the end of a 30- 
point epic defeat. 

While that is unlikely to be repeated under 
Eddie Jones in the heat of the Principality 
cauldron on Saturday, Welsh morale will 
have been hugely lifted and confidence will 
surely be high following their heartening 
fight-back and impressive second half 
display in Rome 

If this can be maintained and England 
again under-perform, as they did in 
narrowly overcoming a French side still 
trying to find their way back to the elan of 
old, the Welsh camp know they have every 
chance to more than match the threat from 
the formidable men in white. 

They will undoubtedly go into Saturday’s 
game as underdogs - a role Welsh sides are 
traditionally comfortable with - and a 
golden opportunity awaits for the players 
(and the under-pressure coaches) to make a 
powerful statement that will send more 
shock waves through the RBS Six Nations 
championship - and beyond to the watching 
Warren Gatland as he pencils in names for 
his Lions’ tour squad. 

There is no doubt that with growing self¬ 
belief, Wales have the talent and durability to 
do just that. What a prospect to savour!
